On  motion  of  Rep.  Ferguson,  it  was  ordered  that  the  G 
W.  S.  of  Illinois  he  allowed  to  settle  the  balance  due  from 
that  Grand  Lodge  by  paying  to  the  E.  W.  G.  S.  the  amount 
cf  money  on  hand,  and  giving  draft  for  balance. 

Rep.  Dstwiler  moved  that  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars 
':.ue  ftom  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  be  remitted. 

Rep.  Ferguson  moved  to  amend  by  allowing  the  Repre¬ 
sentative  from  Missouri  to  settle  the  claim,  by  giving  draft 
upon  bis  Grand  Lodge,  payable  one  year  hence. 

The  motion  was  so  amended  and  adopted. 

Lep.  Black  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 


dissolved,  Tnat  the  Representatives  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  draw 
“hea;  on,  r  upon  the  Grand  Worthy  Treasurer  of  their  Grand  Lodge  for 
one.  hundred  and  twentv-seven  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  and  si ve  the 
obhfption  o  lhen-  Grand  Lodge  for  the  furthe,  sum  of  ninety  dollars,  due 
tins  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge,  as  tax  for  1SG1. 

The  Representatives  from  Missouri,  Illinois  and  Ohio, 
having  complied  with  the  foregoing  resolutions,  took  their 
seats  as  members  of  the  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge. 
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Rep.  Black  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  daily  sessions  of  this  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge 
shall  bo  from  9  o’clock  A.  M.  to  12  M„  and  from  2  o’clock  P.  M,  to  G  P.  M. 

Rep.  Hastings,  of  Wisconsin,  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
“that  we  finally  adjourn  to-morrow  evening  at  G  o’clock, 
P.  M.,  unless  the  business  of  the  session  is  sooner  comple¬ 
ted.” 

The  amendment  was  not  adopted,  but  the  original  resolu¬ 
tion  was  agreed  to. 

Rep.  Mills,  of  Missouri,  raised  the  question  whether  there 
was  a  constitutional  quorum  present.  The  R.  W.  G  Tem¬ 
plar  announced  that  three  Grand  Lodges,  to-wit:  Missis¬ 
sippi,  Arkansas  and  Alabama  had  ceased  to  exist,  by  their 
own  act,  and  decided,  that  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
having  Representatives  present,  there  was  a  constitutional 
quorum  now  here,  which  decision  was  sustained  by  the  R. 
W.  G.  Lodge.

The  R.  AY.  G.  Templar  then  presented  his  annual  Report, 
a»  follows: 
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GRAND  WORTHY  CHIEF  TEMPLAR’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Bight  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  North  America— Officers 
and  Members : 

In  the  providence  of  God,  we  who  represent  the  Order  in 
the  States,  come  together  at  this  our  Eighth  Annual  Session, 
amid  perilous  times,  when  the  fair  fabric  of'  our  Government, 
one  of  the  best  ever  given  to  man,  is  attempted  to  be  de¬ 
stroyed,  by  those  once  our  brethren,  who  have  always  en¬ 
joyed  their  full  share  of  its  protection,  honors  and  blessings. 
Notwithstanding,  when  we  look  back  to  our  meeting  one 
year  ago,  I  feel  we  have  abundant  reason  to  congratulate 
ourselves  on  the  auspices  under  which  we  meet,  for  though  the 
dark  clouds  that  then  hung  threateningly  over  our  country 
have  not  been  dissipated,  we  have  now  no  apprehension  for 
the  ultimate  success  of  our  efforts  to  sustain  our  Government 
and  free  institutions. 

No  society,  moral  or  religious,  has  more  representatives 
than  ours  in  the  service  of  the  Government,  aiding  in  putting 
down  this  unholy  rebellion,  and  pushing  to  the  wall  the  most 
gigantic  barbarism  of  any  age  of  the  world.  Many  mourn 
the  loss  of  sons,  husbands  and  brothers  fallen  in  this  glorious 
■  service;  let  us  pause  a  moment  to  shed  a  tear  of  sympathy 
with  them,  and  pray  God  to  hind  up  the  wounded  heart, 
and  place  underneath  them  Eis  all-sustaininp*  grace. 

To  the  Order  in  the  States,  the  past  year  has  indeed  been 
one  of  severe  trial,  and  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  we  have 
stood  these  severe  tests  and  held  our  own,  may  we  not  safely 
predict  a  future  of  marked  efficiency  and  usefulness  And 
truly  what  a  field  will  soon  be  opened  out  before  us  !  In¬ 
temperance  is  now  alarmingly  on  the  mere.  <e.  Go  into  a 
religious  assemblage  of  any  denomination  and  listen  to  the 
reports,  and  you  will  hear  that  drunkenness  is  everywhere  be¬ 
coming  more  prevalent, and  king  alcohol  strutting  resistlessly 
along,  holdi  ng'  undisturbed  sway,  and  leading  on  to  ruin  with 
entire  impunity.  In  addition  we  may  soon  expect  the  great 
f  ood  of  demoralization  from  this  war,  rolled  back  upon  us, 
and  it  will  be  for  the  church  and  our  own  and  kindred  or¬ 
ganizations  to  counteract  its  blighting  influence  upon  us. 
For  such  a  high  mission,  brethren,  shall  we  not  buckle  on 
our  armor,  and  try  and  be  fully  prepared? 

From  Grand  Lodges  in  the  seceded  States,  of  course  no 
communications  are  in,  and  for  the  time,  the  Order  may 
be  considered  extinct  in  them.  In  Missouri,  it  has  suffered 
greatly  from  the  devastating  hand  of  the  war,  which  swept 
nearly  the  entire  State.  In  the  present  weak  state  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  I  commend  it  to  your  fostering  care.  In  most 
of  our  Grand  Lodges  we  have  maintained  our  relative 


strength,  and  in  some  made  progress.  We  have  planted  the 
Order  in  three  States  where  it  never  before  had  existence, 
namely,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  and  Delaware,  and  in 
the  latter,  have  two  Lodges,  one  at  its  principal  city,  Wil¬ 
mington,  with  the  most  flattering  prospects  for  its  rapid  ex¬ 
tension  over  the  State.  For  the  statistical  progress  of  our 
Order  and  its  financial  -condition,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
our  R.  W.  G.  Secretary. 

On  the  ninth  day  of  September  last,  our  R.  W.  G.  Secreta¬ 
ry,  Bro.  E.  J.  Leech,  enclosed  to  me  his  resignation  of  that 
office,  which  was  accepted,  and  Bro.  George  W.  McCrary 
duly  commissioned  and  qualified  to  service  in  such  office  for 
balance  of  current  year.  Bro.  McCrary  at  once  entered 
upon  and  has  since  continued  to  discharge  its  duties. 

At  the  last  session,  a  new  ritual  was  adopted,  and  soon 
after  the  manuscript  prepared  for  the  press,  but  for  want  of 
funds,  amid  the  severity  of  the  times,  it  was  thought  best 
not  to  publish  it.  It  will  be  for  you  to  make  provision  for 
its  publication,  together  with  the  Degree  Ritual,  to  which 
opening  and  closing  ceremonies  have  been  added,  under  a 
resolution  passed  at  that  session. 

In  my  second  annual  report,  at  our  sixth  session,  held  at 
Nashville,  I  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  uniform  consti¬ 
tution  for  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  urged  the 
measure  upon  the  consideration  of  that  body.  Two  years, 
additional  experience  in  the  administration  of  our  Order,  but 
convinces  me  more  of  its  importance;  and  I  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  renew  that  recommendation,  and  respectfully  in¬ 
vite  your  attention  to  my  report,  at  that  time  upon  this 
subject. 

The  first  addition  of  our  Digest,  except  one  hundred  copies 
in  Mississippi,  is  exhausted,  with  some  unfilled  orders  on 
hand.  Since  1859,  the  year  of  its  publication,  several  hun¬ 
dred  new  decisions  have  been  made  by  this  body  and  the 
several  Grand  Lodges,  embracing  a  great  varietv  of  dues- 
tions,  covering  every  subject  and  point  almost  which  can 
ever  arise  in  the  Lodge  room,  or  in  the  executive  and  judi¬ 
cial  departments  of  our  Order.  In  view  of  these  new  deci¬ 
sions  which  should  be  digested,  and  the  exhaustion  of  the 
old  edition,  I  submit  to  you,  whether  it  is,  or  is  not,  best  to 
publish  a  second  and  revised  edition  of  the  work.  If  it 
should  be  deemed  advisable,  I  should  of  course  expect  to 
publish  it  at  my  own  expense,  as  before,  unless  the  R.  W.  G. 
Lodge  should  desire  to  procure  the  copy  right  and  take  its 
publication  upon  its  own  hands. 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  I  here¬ 
with  present  the  decisions  made  by  me,  during  my  official 
year,  for  your  consideration : 


,  There  is  no  Grand  Lodge  tax  for  initiation  or  confer- 
nng-  of  Degrees  to  Charter  members,  that  join  at  the  time  of 

the  institution  of  the  Lodo-e. 

.  ""  ^  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  jurisdic¬ 

tion  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  cannot  appeal  direct  to  the  R,  TV.  Q. 
lemplar  or  K.  TV.  G.  Lodge,  without  the  consent,  of  tho 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  G.  TV.  C.  T.  thereof. 

'*■  f ')  Jhstrict  Deputv  cannot  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
a  C.  VV .  C.  1.,  but  must  do  so  through  the  State  Grand 
Lodge,  unless  the  written  consent  of  the  G.  W.  C.  T.  be  ol> 
tained  thereto.  (See  Digest,  p.  52.) 

4  It  is  hereby  ordered  that  hereafter,  in  alt  eases  of  ap¬ 
peal  ii'om  Urand  Lodges  to  the  E.  W.  G.  Templar,  or  the  li. 

,  '  G-  -Lodge,  the  following  .Rules  must  lie  observed  to  enti¬ 
tle  such  appeals  to  consideration  : 

L  ^The  appellant  must  give  notice  of  his  intention  to 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  open  session,  if  in  attendance 
upon  such  session,  or  if  not  in  attendance,  give  such  notice, 
in  writing  to  the  G.  TV.  Secretary  of  such  Grand  Lodge, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  such  decision  was  rendered. 

2.  The  appellant  shall  serve  a  copy  of  his  ground  of  ap¬ 
peal  and  argument  to  sustain  it,  if  he  use  any,  in  writing 
upon  the  G.  TV.  Secretary  of  such  Grand  Lodge,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  such  decision  was  rendered,  of 
which  such  G.  TV.  Secretary  shall  forthwith  serve  a  certified 
copy  upon  the  G.  TV.  C.  T.  of  such  Grand  Lodge,  and  upon 
the  party  or  parties  interested  in  such  appeal  as  appellees. 

■L  The  G  ,Y.  C.  T.,  or  appellees,  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  from  the  time  of  such  service,  file  with  the  G,  TV.  Se¬ 
cretary,  his  or  their  answer  to  appellant  and  reasons  to  sus¬ 
tain  such  decision,  or  such  appeal  will  be  decided  ex  parte. 

4.  The  G.  TV.  Secretary  shall  within  thirty  days  from  the 
time  such  notice  and  argument  are  served  upon  him  by  ap¬ 
pellant,  send  to  the  S.  TV.  G.  Templar,  a  certified  copy  of  all 
matters  connected  with  such  appeal,  including  the  original 
question,  decision  of  the  G.  L.,  notice,  argument,  answer. 

5.  In  all  cases  where  notice  is  required  under  these  Rules, 
evidence  of  the  same  having  been  duly  sent  by  mail,  shall  be 
held  sufficient. 

6.  A  W.  C.  T.  may  Lx*  re-elected  to  same  office  without 
first  passing  the  chair  of  P.  TV.  0.  T.,  and  may  be  elected 
W.  0.  T.  for  two  consecutive  termB. 

7.  In  case  of  surrender  or  forfeiture  of  Charter  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  no  right  to  de¬ 
mand  the  hooks  of  the  TV.  S.,  TV.  F.  S.,  and  TV.  T. 


8.  Question. — If  an  officer  or  past  officer  of  a  Grand  Lodge 
should  be  expelled  for  any  act  whatever,  remove  to  another 
State,  and  at  once  become  a  member  of  a  Lodge  in  said  State, 
would  his  reception  be  legal,  and  if  so,  could  he  take  a  seat 
in  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  without  first  becoming  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  said  State  ? 

Decided. — If  the  Lodge  receiving  him  was  ignorant  that  he 
was  an  expelled  member,  his  reception  would  be  legal  so  far 
as  to  make  him  a  member  of  the  Order,  but  he  would  be 
liable  to  be  dealt  with  at  once,  and  subject  to  same  penalty 
as  for  any  violation  of  his  obligation;  but  as  by  his  expulsion 
he  forfeited  all  honors  previously  acquired,  he  could  not  take 
a  seat  in  the  E.  W.  G.  Lodge,  without  first  becoming  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  G.  Lodge  of  said  State. 

9.  Ho  one  except  a  member  of  a  Grand  Lodge  can  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  membership  in  the  II.  W.  G.  Lodge. 

10.  The  mere  preference  of  a  charge  against  a  Lodge  of 
which  a  Grand  officer  is  a  member,  does  not  suspend  such 
Grand  officer,  nor  prevent  him  from  filling  and  performing 
his  duties  as  such  Grand  officer. 

11.  It  is  proper  for  Lodges  to  erase  from  Bituals  now  in 
use  the  words  “or  in  the  holy  Eucharist,”  the  E.  W.  G.  Lodge 
having  stricken  out  these  words  from  the  new. 

12.  In  the  matter  of  the  appeal  from  the  following  de¬ 
cision  of  G.  L.  of  Canada,  by  J.  W.  Ferguson,  Esq.,  to-wit  ; 

“A  member  takes  a  card  from  Temple  B,  paying  his  dues 
in  advance  for  one  year  or  more,  but  in  the  course  of  a  few 
weeks  deposits  said  card  in  -Temple  C:  it  is  asked,  must  he 
pay  his  dues  in  Temple  C  at  the  commencement  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  quarter  before  he  is  entitled  to  the  Password  ?  De¬ 
cided  by  G.  W.  C.  T.,  J.  W.  Ferguson,  and  sustained  by  G. 
Lodge  of  Canada,  that  as  Temple  C  has  no  authority  to 
demand  from  Temple  B  payment  of  the  members’  dues,  and 
he  has  subscribed  to  the  laws  of  Temple  C,  he  is  amenable 
thereto,  and  must  pay  his  dues  therein,  the  same  as  any 
other  member,  before  he  is  entitled  to  the  Password.” 

In  this  case,  Dr.  J.  W.  Ferguson,  G.  W.  S.,  and  G.  W.  C. 
T.  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  when  the  above  decision  was 
rendered,  demurred  to  the  appeal,  and  protested  agaipst  E. 
W.  G.  Templar  deciding  it,  for  want  of  jurisdiction  and  other 
reasons  therein  stated.  Decided  by  E.  W.  G.  Templar,  that 
the  demurrer  in  this  case  is  hereby  overruled,  the  appeal 
considered  upon  its  merits,  and  the  decision  of  the  G.  Lodge 
of  Canada  sustained. 

From  this  decision  of  E.  \Y.  G.  Templar  the  appellant 


appeals  to  E.  W.  G.  Lodge,  and  the  papers  aud  all  proceed¬ 
ings  connected  therewith  are  herewith  submitted. 

On  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  inst.,  I  received  the  appeal 
of  Bro.  A.  B.  Barbee,  P.  G.  W.  C.  T.  of  Missouri,  from  the 
decision  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  upon  the  question  of 
eligibility  of  Bro.  B.  H.  Mills  to  the  office  of  G.  W.  S.  of  said 
State,  as  is  alleged,  said  Grand  bodge  consenting  to  said  ap¬ 
peal  at  the  time  Although  the  appeal  is  to  myself  as  R.  W 
G.  Templar,  it  was  received  so  near  to  your  meeting,  that  I 
deemed  it  best  to  submit  it  directly  to  you  for  your  decision, 
which  is  herewith  done. 

Under  the  resolution  passed  the  last  session,  limiting  the 
pay  from  our  Treasury  to  one  Representative  from  each 
Grand  Lodge,  our  body  is  small  at  this  session,  but  remem¬ 
ber  that  with  its  decrease  of  numercal  strength,  increases 
the  responsibility  upon  those  here,  and  while  you  are  few  in 
number,  you  represent  many,  and  interests  of  untold  import¬ 
ance.  It  cannot  be  concealed  that  the  thousands  en  rolled  to  fight 
king  alcohol,  under  the  banner  of  “faith,  hope,  and  charity.” 
are  looking  with  intense  interest  upon  the  result  of  your  de¬ 
liberations.  That  your  ■■ounsel  may  be  distracted  by  no 
disturbing  elements,  and  the  legislation  of  this  session  be 
such  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Order,  and  render  it  more 
efficient  in  our  great  work,  is  my  earnest  prayer. 

As  an  association  of  the  advocates  of  Temperance,  we 
should  devote  some  time  to  the  discussion  of  the  subject  at 
large,  and  make  out  some  plan  of  action  which  shall  secure 
a  more  general  interest  in  the  cause  upon  the  part 
of  the  public  in  general.  T7e  should  not  be  satisfied 
with  the  circumscription  of  interest  and  effort  within  out- 
own  membership,  as  long  as  we  cannot  hope  to  bring  the 
entire  moral  element  of  our  people  to  work  with  us  as  an 
Order.  This  consideration  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  good 
of  the  cause,  I  leave  to  your  wisdom  and  benevolent  hearts, 
hoping  the  results  of  your  deliberations  may  be  such  as  God 
can  approve  and  bless.

GRAND  WORTHY  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

Officers  and  Representatives : 

The  worthy  brother  whom  you  elected  at  the  last  session 
as  your  Right  Worthy  Grand  Secretary,  having  volunteered 
in  the  service  of  his  country  in  the  field,  and  in  consequence 
thereof  resigned  his  office,  I  was  on  the  9th  of  September 


vacancy;  and 
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test  appointed  by  our  E.  W.  G.  T.  to  fill  the  ^ 

e^nce  .hat  date,  amid  the  many  difficulties  and  discourage- 
fv  ts  occas,01)ed  b.y  tho  civil  w;tr  in  the  United  States  and 
lbe  eonsequence,  financial  troubles  and  lack  of  interest  ic 
onr  cause,  1  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  devol¬ 
ving*  upon  me  to  the  best  of  my  ability;  and  now,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  custom  and  the  provisions  of  our  Constitution,  I 
have  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  my  official  acts. 

FINANCIAL  MATTERS. 

Though  there  is  little  money  in  the  Treasury,  we  are 
happily  not  much  in  debt,  and  with  the  return  of  prosperi- 
;,y  w  lica  we  may  shortly  expect,  with  reasonable  certainty, 
we  shall  be  in  a  condition  to  move  forward  without  embar¬ 
rassment.  In  my  opinion,  the  constant  effort  of  the  E.  W. 
jr.  .  s  ion  d  be  to  keep  the  E  W.  G.  Lodge  entirely  free 
;rom  deijt>  and  such  has  been  my  policy.  We  cannot  pros¬ 
per  unless  we  keep  a  healthy  financial  condition.  I  submit 
iue  subject  of  the  financial  management  of  the  R.  W.  G.  L. 
mi  join  careful  consideration,  it  is  to  my  mind  quite  evi- 
uent  that  some  change  in  the  manner  of  paying  the  expen¬ 
ses  01  our  annual  sessions  should  be  made.  The  present 
system  leads  to  constant  difficulty  and  embarrassment,  aris¬ 
es  1  think  from  the  fact  that  under  it  Grand  Lodges  which 
are  prompt  in  the  payment  of  dues,  have  in  some  degree  to 
'  Utter  tor  the  failure  of  those  which  do  not  pay.  1  would 
suggesi,  the  propriety  of  providing  such  legislation  as  may 
f e  accessary  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of  Representatives 
-.y  their  respective  Grand  Lodges — such  expenses  to  be 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  and  the  amount 
tnereoi  to  be  credited  on  the  annual  tax  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
■saying  the  same.  This  system, it  seems  to  me,  will  prevent 
‘Confusion  at  our  annual  sessions,  and  cause  the  officers  of 
rand  Lodges  to  act  promptly  in  providing  means  for  pay¬ 
ing  such  expenses.  It  would  not  diminish  in  the  aggregate 
Tie  receipts  into  the  Treasury,  and  would  relieve  the  Rj’w. 
p'  oftI*e  responsibili  ty  of  paying  their  expenses,  and  the 
Representatives  themselves  from  the  uncertainty  about  get- 
>'iug  thffir  pay.  It  will  be  seen  from  exhibits  herewith  sub¬ 
mitted,  that  we  have  managed  during  the  year  to  cancel 
nearly  all  the  outstanding  warrants,  and  have  paid  all  bills 
tor  supplies  and  for  printing. 

t  or  further  particulars  I  beg  leave  to  herewith  submit

Statement  “A,”  showing  my  account  with  this  body. 
Statement  ‘*B,’  showing  the  account  of  my  predecessor, 
from  the  time  of  bis  election  to  his  resignation. 
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Statement  “C,”  showing  the  condition  of  accounts  betweea 
this  body  and  the  several  Grand  Lodges. 

Statement  “D,”  showing  stock  on  hand. 

Statement  “E,”  showing  the  liabilities  of  this  body  up  to 
this  meeting  and  it3  assets  deemed  by  me  available. 

In  a  recent  settlement  with  the  G.  Yv .  S.  of  Indiana,  he 
accepted  an  order  for  $90  as  the  tax  for  this  year,  suppos¬ 
ing  that  to  be  the  amount' due;  and  the  R.  W.  G.  L.  has  re¬ 
ceived  credit  for  the  whole  amount  in  payment  for  supplies. 
It  appears  from  the  annual  return  that  Indiana  s  tax  iortho 
past  year  was  only  $60;  the  $30  overpaid  should,  I  think,  be 
credited  to  that  State. 

Soon  after  coming  into  office  I  foun  l  the  supply  of  Ritual 
exhausted,  and  having  no  means  of  printing  the  new  Ritual 
(which  was  adopted  at  the  last  session  and  the  manusciipfc 
of  which  is  in  my  hands),.  I  found  it  necessary  to  procure 
an  additional  supply  of  the  old  work  to  supply  those  States 
who  still  use  it,  until  such  time  as  the  financial  condition  of 
this  body  would  warrant  the  publication  oi  the  new  work. 
As  the  old  wrork  was  in  type,  1  managed  to  get  a  new  sup¬ 
ply  printed  amounting  to  $119,  and  to  pay  for  the  same 
through  Bro.  Mills  of  St.  Louis,  with  orders  on  the  Giand 
Lodges  of  Indiana  and  Illinois.  I  shall  in  anotner  connec¬ 
tion  allude  to  this  matter  of  printing  the  new  Ritual. 

I  have  experienced  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  account  between  this  office  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  It  appears  that  the  G.  v\  .  S.  of  Canada 
on  the  19th  dav  of  May,  1360,  paid  to  the  R.  "Vv .  G.  S.  the 
sum  of  $120,  for  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  holds 
his  receipt.  This  sum  was  never  credited  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada,  nor  can  I  learn  from  an  examination  of 
the  books  and  papers  in  my  possession  that  it  was  ever 
charged  to  the  account  of  said  R.  )'  .  G.  >>.  who  received  it. 
I  have  felt  bound  to  give  the  proper  credit  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada,  but  1  submit  to  you  whether  it  is  not 
proper  that  you  direct  a  full  investigation  of  the  matter,  m> 
the  end  that  the  said  R.  \V.  G.  S.  who. received  the  money 
be  required  to  account  for  it  or  pay  it  into  the  Treasury. 

I  suppose  ample  bond  has  been  given  by  him,  and  1  am  sic  a 
this  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  a  condition  to  lose  the  amount. 

There  is  also  another  charge  against  the  Canada  Grand 
Lodge  made  by  the  same  officer  on  the  19th  day  of  April, 
1860,  of  $28  for  supplies,  which  said  Grand  Lodge  repudi¬ 
ates,  and  all  the  officers  thereof  declare  that  no  supplies 
were  purchased  at  that  time.  This  may  be  a  mistake  and 
intended  ior  some  other  Grand  Lodge.  As  to  this  it  is  im¬ 
possible  for  me  to  say.  In  order  to  procure  a  settlement,  I 
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have  corrected  tins  error  also,  and  I  submit  herewith  the 
letters  received  by  me  in  relation  to  this  matter. 

t  6  have  of  course  suffered  somewhat  in  our  finances  from 
f  :ie  fact  that  our  communication  with  several  Grand  Lodges 
has  been  cut  oh  by  the  rebellion.  I  think  however  we  have 
of  late  great  encouragement  to  hope  for  the  speedy  return 
of  those  States  to  the  good  old  Union  of  our  fathers,  and  for 
the  restoration  of  their  Grand  Lodges  to  their  equally  vlo- 
rious  union  of  our  Order. 

SUBORDINATE  LODGES  UNDER  JURISDICTION  OP  K.  W.  G.  L. 

Of  these  there  have  been  a  number  in  the  South  from 
whom  ot  course  I  have  heard  nothing.  In  Virginia  there  is 
one  Lodge  which  continues  to  exist  and  to  make  returns. — 
1  allude  to  Madison  Lodge,  No.  4,  located  at  Parkersburg. 
1  hope  this  may  be  a  nucleus  around  which  we  may,  upon 
the  return  of  peace,  build  up  our  Order  in  the  State  of  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

N  KBRASKA  TERRITORY. 

Here  we  have  two  Lodges  still  struggling  for  an  existence 
and  hoping  for  better  times,  viz:  Bentonville  Lodge,  Ho.  2, 
Bentonville;  Peru  Lodge,  No.  9,  Peru. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  following  Lodges  are  doing  well:  Excelsior  Lodge, 
Lo.  1,  Navarino;  Bentonville  Lodge,  No.  2,  Bentonville; 
Crystal  Fount  Lodge,  No.  8,  Marrietta;  Central  Citv  Lodge, 
No.  4,  Syracuse;  Sincere  Relief  Lodge,  No.  22. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  a  special 
effort  during  the  coming  year,  to  organize  an  additional 
number  of  Lodges  in  this  State,  sufficient  to  re-organize  the 
Grand  Lodge.  vVe  should  all  make  a  strong  effort  to  re-es¬ 
tablish  our  Order  in  the  State  of  its  origin.  As  but  five 
more  Lodges  are  needed,  surely  they  can  he  raised  with  ease. 

VERMONT. 

The  Order  still  lives  in  the  Green  Mountain  State,  and 
Green  Mountain  Lodge  No.  1  continues  to  make  regular 
reports. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Granite  State  Lodge,  No.  1,  Lake  Village,  N.  IL,  has 
been  organized  and  is  doing  well.  A  faithful  and  compe¬ 
tent  Deputy  could  in  my  opinion  soon  organize  a  Grand 
Lodge  in  this  State. 

DELAWARE. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  two  Lodges  have  recently 
been  organized  in  Delaware,  one  of  which  is  at  the  Capital 
of  the  State.  Union  Jjodge,  No.  1,  Pleasant  Hill;  Delaware 
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Lodge,  No.  2,  Wilmington.  I  learn  that  a  third  one  is  soon 
to  be  organized.  Bro.  Isaac  Richards.  D.  R.  W.  G.  T.,  who 
organized  these  Lodges,  speaks  very  hopefully  of  the  cause 
in  Delaware.  Here  also  we  should  have  a  Grand  Lodge 
within  the  next  year,  and  may  have  if  the  proper  effort  is 
made. 

THE  PRINTING  OP  THE  NEW  RITUAL. 

The  state  of  our  finances  has  not  been  such  as  to  enable 
me  to  have  the  new  Ritual,  which  was  adopted  last  year, 
printed.  I  did  not  deem  it  prudent  to  involve  the  R.  W. 
G.  L.  in  a  debt  for  the  printing  of  this  work,  even  if  it  had 
been  possible  to  procure  the  printing  entirely  upon  credit, 
as  it  was  not.  If,  however,  collections  can  be  made  from 
Grand  Lodges  promptly,  as  I  think  they  can  be,  we  shall 
very  soon  be  in  a  position  to  have  the  printing  done,  and  I 
sincerely  hope  that  within  the  coming  year  we  may  be  able 
to  place  in  the  hands  of  our  Lodges  throughout  the  Order  a 
uniform  and  satisfactory  Ritual.  In  this  connection  allow 
me  to  mention  that  provisions  ought  to  be  made  for  the 
printing  of  the  opening  and  closng  Degree  ceremony,  in 
connection  with  the  next  supply  of  Degree  books  printed. — 
There  is  quite  a  demand  for  something  of  this  kind  among 
the  Lodges  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Finally  in  regard  to  the  state  of  the  Order,  I  see  nothing 
to  discourage  us  in  the  prosecution  of  our  work.  In  some 
States  it  is  true  we  have  decreased  in  numbers  considerably, 
but  the  causes  are  too  obvious  to  need  mention.  We  have 
suffered  in  common  with  everything  else  the  inconvenience 
and  difficulty  occasioned  by  a  state  of  war.  Indeed,  the 
strength  of  our  Order  and  its  permanence  is  manifest  from 
the  fact  that  we  have  succeeded  so  well  in  such  a  time.  It 
is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  mention  that  in  the  States  of 
Illinois  and  California  the  Order  has  made  rapid  progress, 
notwithstanding  the  war,  and  now  stands  far  in  advance  of 
what  they  were  one  year  ago,  while  in  most  of  the  other 
loyal  States  of  the  Union  our  loss  has  been  small,  while  in 
Canada,  though  the  number  of  members  reported  is  smaller 
than  last  year,  the  Order  Is  thought  to  he  in  a  much  more 
prosperous  condition  now  than  then. 

Let  us,  then,  in  view  of  our  past  success  and  the  hopeful 
prospect  before  us,  in  view  of  our  responsibilities  and  our 
duty,  and  of  the  great  work  to  be  done,  and  of  the  efficiency 
of  this  Order  when  fully  developed  in  the  accomplishment 
of  good,  press  forward  manfully  and  earnestly  in  the  work, 
so  that  when  we  meet  again  one  year  from  this  time,  we 
shall  have  a  good  account  to  give  of  the  new  fields  occupied, 


the  great  victories  achieved,  and  the  blessings  sped  abroad 
in  this  land,  through  the  agency  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Good  Templars.

Whereas,  All  the  revenue  derivable  from  the  sale  of  books,  cards,  char¬ 
ters,  certificates,  and  other  supplies  necessary  to  the  workings  of  this 
Order,  properly  belongs  to  the  R.  V.  G-.  Lodge;  and 
Whereas,  Could  such  revenue  be  secured  to  said  body  it  would  materially 
lessen  the  assessment  or  tax  levied  upon  Grand  Lodges;  therefore, 
Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  be  earnestly  enjoined  to  purchase  no 
supplies  except  from  the  B.  W.  G.  Lodge  through  its  R.  W.  G.  Secretary; 
and  that  Subordinate  Lodges  he  required  to  obtain  from  the  respective 
Grand  Secretaries  of  their  Grand  Lodges  such  supplies  as  they  may  from 
time  to  time  need. 

On  motion  of  Rep  Williams,  the  Right  Worthy  Grand

Templar’s  Report 
bearing  on  a  uniformity  of  Constitutions  for  Grand  Lodges, 
was  not  referred  to  them  by  the  Distributing  Committee, 
they  feel  that  the  subject  comes  within  their  province,  and 
therefore  Report,  that  in  their  opinion  a  uniformity  of  Con¬ 
stitutions  would  materially  advance  the  interests  of  our  be¬ 
loved  Order.  An  Order  so  widely  extended  .is  curs  should 
have  one  law  throughout  its  whole  jurisdiction.  Where  di- 
'  ei sity  of  law  exisita,  it  cannot  he  expected  that  our  mem- 
nei'S  wih  he  so  well  posted  in  our  working-  as  they  would  he 
had  we  uniformity  in  our  Constitutions.  We  profess  to  be 
one  body,  _  knowing  no  dividing  line;  therefore  we  should 
not  have  diversity  in  our  rules  and  usages.  We  should  have  a 
unity  of  feeling  and  of  purpose,  and  this  should  manifest  it¬ 
self  throughout  all  our  \york.  Your  Committee  therefore 
recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  appoint e  i  to  re¬ 
port  at  the  next  session  of  this  R.  W.  (1.  Lodge,  a  uniform 
of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitutions,  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  all  Grand  Lodges.

To  the  Officers  and  Alembert/  of  the  Right  Worth//  Grand  Lodge  of  Worth 

America,  I.  0.  of  G.  T.  : 

The  undersigned,  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  are  pleased  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  several  topics  of  interest  and  importance  to  the 
cause  of  Temperance  and  our  Order  as  an  instrumentality  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  this  cause,  suggested  in  the  Reports  of  the  Grand  Officers,  have 
been  so  fully  treated  in  the  Reports  themselves,  or  the  several  Committees 
to  which  they  were  referred,  your  Committee  are  relieved  from  further 
remark  upon  them,  and  will  confine  themselves  to  such  general  remarks 
as  suggest  themselves  as  possessing  importance  in  carrying  on  our  work 
for  another  year. 
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We  Lave  cause  for  congratulation  and  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God, 
that  in  the  midst  of  the  excitement,  financial  trouble  and  calls  of  patriot¬ 
ism  of  the  past  year,  our  Order  has  not  only  survived,  but  in  some  locali¬ 
ties,  not  immediately  the  seat  of  the  rebellion,  has  maintained  its 
comparative  strength,  whilst  in  others  there  has  been  an  increase  in  Lodges 
and  in  membership.  Nev,'  fields  have  also  been  opened,  and  the  prospects 
are  that  at  our  next  session,  two  new  Grand  Lodges  will  have  Representa¬ 
tives  in  this  body. 

When  the  present  unholy  rebellion  has  been  suppressed,  we  may  hope 
that  each  State  and  Territory  will  have  its  Good  Templar  organization, 
teaching  “Total  Abstinence  for  the  individual  and  Prohibition  for  the 
State,”  as  the  only  safe,  true  rule  of  action  for  the  suppression  oi  intem¬ 
perance.  In  the  judgement  of  your  Committee,  the  Order  is  a  sounder  and 
more  efficient  agent  of  Temperance  than  the  world  has  ever  yet  known, 
capable  of  exercising  a  greater  influence  for  the  reform  of  the  inebriate, 
promotive  of  more  prevention,  and  to  a  greater  degree  impressing  the 
public  in  favor  of  total  abstinence  from  the  popular  intoxicating  drinks, 
than  any  organization  which  has  preceded  it.  Its  system  of  sustained 
travelling  Lecturers  now  happily  in  activity  in  most  of  our  Grand  Lodges, 
its  Tracts,  its  organizations  are  so  many  warnings,  examples  and  appeals 
to  the  people.  Our  confidence  in  the  strength  of  the  social  and  family  in¬ 
fluence  of  tl.e  Order  to  sustain  our  cause  in  til  pathy,  or  when  the 

public  attention  is  wholly  absorbed  by  other  interests,  should  from  the 
experience  of  the  past  year  be  thoroughly  established.  Satisfied  that  the 
basis  of  our  organization  is  good  and  true,  we  should  be  the  more  earnest 
everywhere  to  extend  its  operations — that  its  superior  efficiency  for  the 
redemption  of  the  fallen,  the  support  and  guide  of  the  feeble,  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  young  and  pure,  should  be  experienced  and  its  power  to  grapple 
with  and  overthrow  the  vice  of  the.  use  and  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks. 
should  be  felt  and  feared. 

Intemperance  is  our  country’s  greatest  foe.  It  is  the  foe  of  every  com¬ 
munity,  of  every  church,  of  every  family.  The  foe  of  Republican  Liberty. 
Martesquien  in  his  “Spirit  of  Laws,”  says,  “Virtue  is  a  greater  good  and 
vice  a  greater  evil  in  a  Republic,  than  a  monarchy.” 

Plato  in  his  ••Republic,”  says,  “We  say  then,  that  they  must  abstain 
from  drunkenness." 

Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  says  “No  people  corrupted  by  strong  drink,  can  long 
remain  a  free  people.” 

Again  he  soys:  “A  more  affecting  spectacle  cannot  be  exhibited  than 
a  person  into  whom  this  infernal  spirit  generated  by  habits  of  intemper¬ 
ance  has  entered.  Is  he  a  magistrate?  or  has  he  been  chosen  to  fill  a  high 
and  respectable  station  in  the  councils  of  his  country  ?  What  humilitating 
fears  of  corruption  in  the  administration  of  the  laws,  and  of  the  subversion 
of  public  order  and  happiness,  appears  in  the  countenances  of  all  who  see 
him.”  Again.  “Should  the  customs  of  civilized  life,  preserve  our  nation 
from  extinction,  and  even  from  an  increase  of  mortality,  by  those  liquors? 
They  cannnot  prevent  our  country  being  governed  by  men  chosen  by  in¬ 
temperate  voters.  From  such  legislation  the  Republic  would  soon  be  in 
danger.” 

When  these  words  of  wisdom  coming  down  to  us  through  long  years  are 
duly  weighed,  how  much  we  have  to  fear  from  the  vioe  of  drunkenness 
and  general  demoralization,  caused  by  the  present  war:  what  system  of 
popular  education  can  be  devised  better  calculated  to  meet  and  counteract 
this  flood  of  vice  than  the  Temperance  reform  has  devised?  What  instru¬ 
mentality  more  efficient  than  our  organization?  Our  principles  when 
adopted,  reach  and  dry  up  the  fountain  of  corruption,  and  from  henceforth 
the  stream  of  life  is  pure. 

Your  Committee  wouid  again  earnestly  commend  the  employment  of 
Lecturers,  the  free  distribution  of  Temperance  newspapers,  and  Tracts 
throughout  the  jurisdiction  of  our  Grand  Lodges.  The  living  voice  to 
arouse  the  attention  of  the  ignorant,  thoughtless  and  indifferent,  and  the 
printed  page  to  deepen  instruction  and  fasten  conviction  are  instrumen¬ 
talities  which  the  wisdom  of  God  and  the  experience  of  man  has  proved 
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the  only  vehicles  for  the  spread  of  truth  and  knowledge. _  The  Grand 
Lodqe,  or  the  Society,  that  will  not  employ,  or  fails  to  appreciate  these  in¬ 
strumentalities,  does  not  fully  comprehend  either  their  duty  to  the  prin¬ 
ciples  they  espouse,  the  day  in  which  they  live,  or  the  character  and 
efficiency  of  the  organization  to  which  they  belong.  _ 

We  commend  the  “Good  Templar’’  and  the  series  ox  Good  lemplar 
Tracts,  published  by  B.  H.  Mills  at  Upper  Alton.  Illinois,  as  deserving  the 
earnest  support  of  every  member  of  the  Order.  The  “Good  Templar  con- 
tains  monthly  information  concerning  the  progress  and  work  of  the  Order 
to  be  found  no  where  else-  The  Tracts  are  well  selected,  and  are  sound  in 
doctrine,  and  adapted  to  meet  and  answer  the  chief  objections  to  our 
cause  and  to  our  organization.  The  hand  and  the  heart  of  the  worthy 
brother,  loving  the  cause  and  the  Order  as  he  does,  willing  to  risk  his  all 
in  this  important  branch  of  Temperance  work,  should  be  sustained  and 

rewarded  , 

The  “Journal  of  the  American  Union,”  and  the  Tracts  ana  other  lem- 
peranoe  publications,  published  by  Dr.  John  Marsh,  its  editor  and  the 
honored  Secretary  of  the  Union,  at  Ho.  5,  Park  Bank,  hew  \ork,  we  also 
heartily  commend  as  the  oldest  and  perhaps  the  very  best  general  Tem¬ 
perance  journal  in  the  country.  The  “Youth's  Temperance  Advocate,’ 
also  published  by  the  same,  is  well  adapted  for  use  in  Bands  of  Hope  and 
in  our  Sabbath  Schools,  and  should  be  placed  within  the  reach  oi  every 
child  in  the  land.  Efforts  put  forth  for  the  instruction  and  education  of 
our  youths  will  produce  happier  results  for  time  and  eternity,  than  to 
reach  and  save  the  sin-hardened  and  bespotted  inebriate.  We  commend 
this  branch  of  our  work  to  the  earnest  prayer  and  thought  of  every  friend 


The  “Temperance  Reformer”  is  a  new  candidate  for  the  favor  of  the 
Temperance  public,  and  is  published  at  Boston  by  E.  L.  Mitchell,  G.  W. 
Secretary  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  and  will  no  doubt  be  worthy 
of  a  generous  support. 

The  culture  of  the  grape  and  wine  making  therefrom,  and  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  other  domestic  wines,  becoming  we  fear  very  popular  throughout 
our  country,  presents  to  the  friieuds  of  Temperance  very  great  cause  for 
apprehension  We  would  most  earnestly  urge  the  members  of  our  Older 
and  all  to  whom  our  influence  extends,  to  be  active  and  persistent  in  the 
use  of  all  their  moral  and  social  influence  against  the  popular  fallacies 
urged  in  favor  of  domestic  wines.  The  chief  desirable  ingredient  of  such 
drinks  is  the  alcohol  cducccl  by  fermentation:  a  new  compound  of  death 
formed  upon  the  destruction  of  the  Lie  principle  or  nututious  proprieties 
contained  in  the  juices  of  the  fruit  from  which  the  wine  is  made,  y 

Chemists  having  developed  and  placed  beyond  denial  the  fact  that  the 
alcohol  of  wine  is  precisely  the  same  as  the  alcohol  contained  in  brandy, 
whiskey ,  or  other  distilled  liquors,  differing  notin  nature  but  in  degree  only. 
Temperance  men  therefore,  cannot  be  too  earnest  or  dilligent  in  raising 
the  warning  voice,  and  pointing  out  the  consequences  of  the  manufacture 
and  use  of  such  domestic  wines.  From  the  so-called  temperate  drinks, 
domestic  wine,  lager  beer,  ale,  Ac.,  Ac.,  more  whiskey  drinking  and  gut¬ 
ter  drunkards  after  awhile  will  be  made,  than  from  any  other  one-produc¬ 


ing  cause. 

With  all  the  light  that  has  been  shed  for  years  past  upon  the  guilt  m 
the  manufacture  and  the  traffic,  and  the  evils,  physical  and  moral,  politi¬ 
cal  and  social,  which  re  inseparable  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  the 
masses  of  our  countrymen  are  still  in  darkness.  The  practice  and  teach¬ 
ing  of  the  long  past  is  not  given  up;  ignorance  and  appetite  yet  clasp 
hands,  whilst  the  base  passion  that  desires  to  make  gain  out  of  the  eternal 
wreck  and  ruin  of  a  brother,  will  not  leave  go  unless  upon  compulsion  — 
We  may  and  ever  should  pour  light  into  every  palace  and  cabin  in  our 
land.  The  living  voice  and  the  press,  aided  by  united  example,  are  the 
heaven-appointed,  means  for  the  moral  renovation  of  our  world.  We  know 
we  are  right.  The  blessing  of  God,  and  the  heart  and  conscience  of  our 
countrymen,  attest  it.  Let  us  be  active  and  dilligent,  that  the  blood  of  no 
one  misled  for  want  of  warning  and  instruction,  be  attached  to  our  skirts.

It  is  our  duty  to  make  ourselves  familiar  with  the  teaching  of  science,  that 
dll  such  liquors  are  poisons;  and  of  Scripture  and  experience  as  well  as 
science,  that  such  drinks  are  never  needful  hut  always  hurtful  to  man  in 
health,  and  proclaim  the  truths  thus  written,  “Touch  not,  taste  not  the 
wine.” 

When  God  says,  '‘Look  not  upon  the  wine,  Ac.,”  he  teaches  total  absti¬ 
nence,  and  when  he  pronounces  a  “Woe  unto  him  that  giveth  his  neighbor 
drinks,  Ac.,  Ac.,”  he  as  clearly  prohibits  the  traffic  in  such  drinks.  Upon 
these  two  truths  taught  by  God  in  nature  and  in  revelation,  our  Temper¬ 
ance  cause  rests,  and  being  thus  founded  upon  immutable  truth,  it  can 
never  be  confounded.  Let  us,  as  we  return  to  our  several  jurisdictions, 
carry  with  and  diffuse  a  missionary  spirit,  a  spirit  that  will  be  content  to 
labor  and  suffer,  and  not  yield  whilst  there  is  a  distillery,  or  a  grog  shop, 
or  a  drunkard  to  curse  the  earth.  Animated  and  instructed  by  bur  in¬ 
tercourse  and  the  business  of  this  session,  we  separate,  your  Committee 
trust,  resolved  to  work  on,  work  ever  in  our  work  for  humanity,  regardless 
oi  honor  or  applause  in  this  life,  so  that  by  our  works  some  despairing 
victim  of  the  drink  may  be  saved,  the  young  and  pure  guided  and  protec¬ 
ted,  and  conscience  and  God  shall  say  well  clone  at  the  last.
